Railroad Assessments In North Car- 
olina Before the Court. 
Raleigh, N, C., September 8&.—(Special.)— 
By far the greatest suit in which the 
state of North Carolina has ever figured 
will be heard before Judge Simonton at 
Asheville next week.

Days of Santa Ana Are Recalled in 
Diaz’s Republic. 

City of Mexico, September 8.—Im- 
mense crowds of people visited the park 
of Chapultepec today on the occasion 
of the anniversary of the commemora- 
tion of the battle during what is known 
here as the war of the North American 
invasion, A great pavillion was erected, 
where President Diag and cabinet and 
distinguished people were seated.

"THE STORY OF GEORGIA 
HAS NEVER BEEN TOLD. 


There are several so-called “histories of 
Geergia” in print, but they are mere 


fragments. 
Not one is satisfactory—not one covers 


the entire period. 

The school histories are really more 
symmetrical than the larger works, and, 
though they are very brief summaries, 
the volumes written by Major Charles H. 
Smith and Mr. Lawton B. Evans deserve 
the attention of general readers. 

I believe there is a demand for a good 
‘history of the people of Geogia’’—an 
illustrated one volume work dealing with 
this commonwealth and its inhabitants 
from the earliest times down to the pres- 
ent day. It would make a large book, 
say 800 pages, but if written in a popular 
style good subscription agents would find 
it easy to sell at least 10,000 copies in the 
state at once, and after that jit would 
have a fair sale in the book stores for 
years. 


This history should be written by some 
Georgian who loves his people--some 
writer like Joe] Chandier Harris, for in- 
stance. He would make the book one of 
permanent value, and its interest as a 
literary work would make it read beyond 
our borders, 


Mr. Harris has already given us a 
specimen of his work in this field in the 
shape of his ‘“‘Stories from Georgia His- 
tory,” and the general verdict is that he 
should go deeper into the subject. 

Gilmore Simms, Walter Scott, Fenimore 
Cooper, Dickens, Thackeray and other 
novelists and story writers were very 
successful in their historical and bio- 
graphical efforts. 

After all, a good history is simply a 
story—a truthful narrative of the life of 
a community. 


I begin to feel somewhat impatient 
about this matter, because outsiders are 
beginning to jeer at us and print all 
sorts of stuff which they call Georgia 
history. 

Only the other day The Washington 
Post had a long editorial on “The Poor 
Whites of the South,” in the course of 
which it said that the present “low class 
whites’ in this region “are what their 
ancestors were when Oglethorpe brought 
them to Georgia.” 

The Post quotes John Fiske, the his- 
torian, as saying that during the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries about 
50,000 criminals were sent from British 
prisons to America. Most of these, he 
says, went to Virginia and Maryland— 
very few to New England. They were 
mainly thieves and vagrants who were 
bound out as slaves in the colonies. When 
their term of service expired some be- 
came small land owners and overseers, 
but the majority drifted to North Caro- 
lina. 


These criminal and worthless classes, 
according to Fiske, were driven back 
from the coast by a better class of peo- 
ple. They moved to the mountains, then 
northward, and then westward. They 
hated civilization and honest labor. 

Fiske thinks that he finds their de- 
scendants today in the southern and 
western states, and he gives the following 
description of their supposed ancestors 
in North Carolina, written by Colonel 
Byrd in 1729: . 

“The men make their wives rise out of 
their beds early in the morning, at the 
same time that they lie and snore until 
the sun has run one-third of its course 
and dispersed all of the unwholesome 
damps. Then, after stretching and yawn- 
ing for half an hour, they light their 
pipes and, under the protection of a cloud 
of smoke, venture out into the open air; 


When the weather 
is mild they stand leaning with both their 
arms upon the cornfield fence and grave- 
ly consider whether they had best go and 
take a small heat at the hoe, but gen- 
erally find reasons to put it off until an- 
other time.

Althdugh the 
demand for cotton is greater than it 
has been for six years, and the spin- 
ners are meeting tl: hungry appeals 
of five years for fabrics, the price of 
the raw material is but little im- 
proved over the figures which pre- 
vailed one year ago. From Boston 
comes this description of the high 
prices being enjoyed by fhe cotton 


lords: 

Cotton-varn manufacturers are having, 
in their way, the same kind of a boom as 
are the producers of pig-iron. They are 
overwhelmed with contracts, are quoting 
prices which equal those at which similar 
goods can be imported, and are refusing, 
in many instances, more orders than they 
have booked. Never before has this 
branch of the textile business been in 
such a condition as it is today, and, not- 
withstanding the fact that the spinning 
machinery is geared up to run at the 
fastest speed, and every mule is made to 
operate at its highest tension, the supply 
is far from adequate to meet the demand. 

At the American Cotton-Yarn Exchange, 
through whose mediumship the product 
of several mills is distributed to the va- 
rious weaving, Knitting and other con- 
cerns, it was declared that it was im- 
possible to get enough yarn from the 
spinning mills to satisfy the requirements 
of the consumers. ‘‘I never saw the mills 
so pushed for goods as they are now,”’ 
said Manager Sanford ir an interview 
today. “‘We are getting inquiries al] the 
time, but we find it impossible to place 
orders for certain grades, notably combed 
yarn, at any price or terms. Quotations 
have been put up from time to time, but 
this seems to have no deterrent effects 
upon purchasers. Customers who hesi- 
tated a few months ago when placing an 
order for a thousand pounds have con- 
tracts now which warrant their ordering 
ten and twenty times this amount.”

White Population of South Africa. 
Editor Constitution—\hat is the white pop- 
ulation of south Af:ica, which will be affected 
by the pending aitfcrities? 
RICHARD FANSHAW. 

In the Transvaal itself a census of 1898 re- 
coris a white population of 345,207, and a black 
population of 148,769. The figures for the 
Orange Free State aro 76,716 and 129,787, re- 
spectively. It will be seen, therefore, that the 
temper of the blacks might become & very im- 
portant factor in both these Boer states, but 
that is equally true in British teritory. 

Beginning with Natal and Zululand on the 
east, there ars only 61,000 Europeans, af 
against 714,635 Kaffirs and 52,370 Indians, who 
have been brought in from Hindustan as 
laborers. The I'ttle country called 
Basutoland, on the Orange Free State border, 
has only 678 Europeans, while the blacks num- 
ber 218,324, ani in this district regular Euro- 
pean settlement is prohibited. 

Even Cape Colony, which has been held so 
long: by the white races, is a veritable black 
belt. The white population numbers but 376,987, 
the colored 1,150,237—more than three times as 
many. Further northward on the west, up 
through Bechuanaland, and then around 
through Bechuanaland and Mashonaland, there 
are several hundred thousand blacks and a 
mere handful of whites. Much the same pro- 
portion exists also in the Portuguese posses- 
sions east of the Transvaal, where there is a 
large colored populetion.

The best information is that during the reign 
of George III the English national debt was

and in the year 1792 £2,400,000 ($11,679,600) were 
paid off. During the war with France, lasting 
from 1793 to 1815, money was spent lavishly.

Pilgrims Shine as Money Makers. 

In 1898 not less than 36,000 people passed 
the turnstiles which guard the entrance 
to the little room in which Burns first 
saw the light. Since two pence is de- 
manded of each visitor a simple calctla- 
tion will show what a large sum of money 
is annually obtained by this means. 

The cottage is a very humble, one-star- 
ied little erection, with a thatched roof, 
end the poet’s father, when he first went 
to live there, would have opened his eyes 
pretty widely had anyone been able to 
tell him what a sum was one day to be 
recelved for it. The place was bought 
trom him by a corporation of shoema- 
kers, who afterwards sold it to the pres- 
ent trustees for $20,000.

The charge for ad- 
mission to the house is six pence, but as 
an interesting museum is usually vis- 
ited at the same time, for which an ex- 
tra six pence is demanded, few persons 
leave the building without leaving one 
shilling behind them. 

Then there is Ann Hathaway’s cot- 
tage to be also seen. This is a mile away 
from Stratford, at the pretty little vil- 
lage of Shottery, and ft is where the 
poet’s wife was woed and won.

Gold in Siberia. 


In spite of the most stringent Russtarf 
laws on the subject—the taking away of 
gold without government consent—there 
is an enormous business done all over 
Siberla in gold, both dust and, especially, 
nuggets stolen from the working. It is a 
criminal offense to be found in possession 
of gold; but as so large a proportion of 
the population of Siberia consists of those 
sent there for punishment, and the only 
further punishment they have to fear fy 
deportation to some yet more distant re- 
gion of the same barren and joyless land, 
the deterrent is by no means so formida- 
ble as a mere perusal of the lawful men- 
aces of the statutes at first sight seems 
to convey. Moreover, the successful deal. 
er in stolen gold rarely fails to esrape 
the penalties of his offenses, even when 
caught redhanded. 

The Russian official even in Russia 
proper is seldom altogether unreasonable: 
and in Siberia, where the pregnant say- 
ing of the dishonest “chinovnik,” “It’s 
a long way to Peter’’—that is, St. Peters. 
burg—is especially significent, the official 
is ‘good-natured’ in the extreme, and @ 
substitute can always be brought to ac- 
cept unpleasant responsibilities. A great 
part of this gold is conveyed over the 
Chinese frontier—that is, across the river 
Amur.: which is the sole defense of the 
frontier against smuggling from both 
sides—and finds a ready sale at ruinous 
sacrifices in -xchange for a certain flery 
Chinese vodka. The valuable properties 
of this spirit, much esteemed by Russian 
and native alike, are that it gives the 
consumer the beauties of intoxication 
one day, and on the next he can attain 
the same exalted state by the cheap ex. 
pedient of drinking water.

Brumby Wants Ceremony Delayed ‘Till 
He Reaches Georgia. 


CABLES TREASURER - ORME 


Presentation Will Be Made in 
Atlanta in Public, 


GREAT DEMONSTRATION TO BE HELD 


Sword Is Now Being Made in New 
York, and Will Be a Model 
of Workmanship.

The statement that the Boers can put 
60,000 men into the fleld is an ¢x«ggera- 
tion, unless they obtain large assistance 
from the Dutch of the colony aua Natal. 
Their own estimates put the fighting 
strength of the republic and Free State 
combined at 45,000 effectives. This is a 
very respectable force, and, with its pe- 
cullar organization and recognized quaii- 
ty will require quite 40,000 British troops 
to overcome them. The announcement 
stated to have been made by the premier 
of Cape Colony, the Hon, W. P. Schrel- 
ner, that in the event of war the Cape 
Colony would remain neutral, is one of 
great significance, and, if correct, gives 
quite a new feature to the whole South 
African situation.

The pasteboards are then 
replaced in the deck, the spectator not 
revealing until called on afterwards to 
tell what card he had drawn. As soon 
as al] the cards have been named Herr- 
mann throws them at a machine with 
four gteel spindles radiating from a hub. 
The four cards selected then appear on 
these spindles. Try as one wil} this trick 
cannot be explained. 

The ring act is an elaboration of an 
oft seen spécialty. Boomski, Herrmann’s 
assistant, goes into the audience: and se- 
cures four rings. These Herrmann 
pounds inte an unrecognizable mass with 
a hammer, while the owners look on 
with horror, if they chance to be femi- 
nine.. The rings are placed in a large pis- 
tol and fired in the direction of a wooden 
box. Thig box is op@ied by Herrmann 
and inside is another box, the operation 
being repeated until seven boxes, varying 
in size, are thrown to one side. In the 
case, the 


| four rings are disclosed, and the most re- 


markable thing about it is the fact that 
each has attached to it a silk ribbon of 
parti color, to which is tied a pink carna- 
tion. 

The aerial act consists of a shapely 
young woman doing a skirt dance In the 
air. Thig act is particularly clever, as 
there are certain maneuvers she goes 
through with that apparently dispose of 
the wire theory which immediately sug- 
gests itself. 

The paraphernalia used by Herrmann 
is not nearly as extensive at that earried 
by most sleight of hand performers, and 
for this reason his work is all the more 
surprising. His only assistant is a sad- 
dle-colored Senegambian who simulates 
as much surprise at the work of magic as 
the mystified audience. This apparentiy 
innocent-minded youth, whose smile is 
beatific and positively refreshing to see, 
goes by the eminently appropriate name 
of Boontski. He is on the stage nearly all
